This is probably the 
largest of all the or- 
chid genera. Over 850 
species of this genus 
are found scattered in 
the Orient. 

As is natural in so 
large a genus a very wide range 
of variation in floral and vege- 
tative parts occurs. Some plants 
and flowers are very small while 
other plants are very large with 
long many flowered sprays of 
medium size flowers. 


Some flowers last only a few 
hours while others remain in 
good condition for months. Al- 
most every color is found in the 
flowers except a really good blue 
or bright red. 


For most practical purposes 
the Dendrobiums can be divided 
into four general groups — 


1. The Deciduous types that 
must lose their leaves before 
flowering, such as D. Noubile, 
D. Wardianum, D. Pierardii and 
D. Superbum. 


2. The Evergreen types, such 
as D. Thyrsiflorum, D. Densiflor- 
um, D. Aggregatum, etc., whose 
leaves last several years. 


3. The Cane types such as D. 
Phalaenopsis, D. Superbiens, D. 
Taurinum, D. Undulatum, ete. 


4. The White-flowered group 
to which D. Formosum, D. San- 
derae, D. Infundibulum, etc., be-

CULTURAL HINTS 


DRY SHEATHS. The greatest false 
alarm with which we have to deal is 
the problem of dry sheaths. We receive 
many letters from customers during the 
winter and early spring complaining 
that the sheaths on their plants are 
dead or dying and ask what causes the 
trouble. 


Actually this isn’t a trouble at all 
it’s a perfectly natural occurance. Over 
half of the flowers produced by Catt- 
leya trianae and nearly all the flowers 
produced by Cattleyas Skinneri, Moss- 
iae, Mendellii and their hybrids are 
regularly and naturally produced 
through dry, dead looking, brown 
sheaths. Generally any flower sheath 
that stays on a Cattleya plant more 
than 38 or 4 months without flowering 
will dry up and turn yellow, then brown. 
This has nothing whatever to do with 
whether or not the buds will be 
produced. 


The only sheaths to worry about are 
those that turn wet looking and black. 
These should be removed immediately 
as they are rotting and are caused by 
too much moisture. You can often re- 
move them carefully without injuring 
the small buds or the bud tip, and the 
plant will then flower normally. If 
rotting sheaths of this type are left on 
the plant they invariably kill the buds. 


IT PAYS TO FEED.— We have been 
harping on, this subject for a long time 
because we know from years of expe- 
rience and many experiments with 
thousands of plants that it pays to feed 
your orchids. In the recent South Flo- 
rida Orchid Show one of our plants won 
the sweepstakes prize for the best spe- 
cimen orchid plant in the show. It was 
a nice young plant in a 7” pot bearing 
7 flowering growths with 24 fine large 
flowers. This plant was not an accident 
—it was the result of consistant use 
of our Fenorco Plant Food.

PHALAENOPSIS 


Phalaenopsis are, we believe, near the top of the list of gorgeous 
and interesting orchids. Their long and graceful sprays of beautiful 
white or pink flowers outlast most orchids and the plants are easily 
grown. 


A couple of years ago some small experiments on growing Phalae- 
nopsis in osmunda with the pots sitting in pans of water were carried 
out at Cornell. When we repeated these experiments with larger num- 
bers of plants here at the Orchid Jungle we did not have complete success 
but when we added a nutrient solution of Fenorco plant Food to the 
water and changed the osmunda to a charcoal mixture we had much 
better results. Even under these conditions, however, we had enough 
failures to make us look for a better method. We think we have that 
method now, at least we have been growing several hundred of the plants 
in pots of lump charcoal and osmunda with intermittent subirrigation 
of nutrient solution for the past year without a single failure and with 
uniform strong growth. 


The method is perfectly simple. You merely pot the plant in lump 
charcoal with just enough osmunda to enable you to keep the plant 
firmly in place. 


You water and feed the plants by setting them in freshly made 
nutrient solution up to the bottom of the rim of the pot for about four 
hours every three to five days according to your growing conditions. 
After soaking the pot remove it to a saucer to drain. As long as you 
keep active root growth and firm leaves your plant is getting enough 
water and food. If the leaves become limp but the roots are alive, in- 
crease frequency of watering. If roots die, repot plant and start again. 


There are many kinds of Phalaenopsis as shown below. The most 
popular are the large flowered whites as their flowers last longer and 
the spikes can be made to reflower so that they can be made to bloom 
over a long period. 


PHALAENOPSIS DORIS — The best known and one of the finest of all 
the large flowered white Phalaenopsis. Each flower stem can be made 
to flower several times (by cutting the stem behind the last flower after 
the flowers have ‘faded—instead of cutting the stem back at the base of 
the plant.) Some of these plants have faint stain of pink in center of 
flowers.

with short black hairs near the 
nodes. 


There are many hybrid Den- 
drobiums but with very few ex- 
ceptions plants can only be. cross- 
ed with other plants belonging in 
the same group. 


Dendrobiums are sun lovers 
and many types will take full tro- 
pical sun the year round. Here at 
the Orchid Jungle we are greatly 
interested in Dendrobiums. We 
have thousands of them belong- 
ing to dozens of different species 
and hybrids. 


We believe Dendrobiums have 
a great‘future in our American 
Orchid Collections and we or- 
chidists have only started with 
the hybridization of them. 


There’s never a day that we 
have less than twelve or fifteen 
different Dendrobium hybrids or 
species in bloom in the Orchid 
Jungle.

CULTURAL HINTS 


(Continued from Page 2) 


KFENORCO PLANT FOOD has given 
remarkable results in, almost every part 
of the world.

A lead 
is the growing point of the rhizome, 
from which the flowering growths are 
produced.

CULTURAL HINTS 


SUREGROW — We are discontinuing 
the sale of our orchid potting mixture 
called Suregrow with this issue of the 
“News”. While we have used it very 
successfully for Vandas and Phalaenop- 
sis in pots and for Cattleyas in beds 
it has not been universally successful 
for all types of orchids and under all 
conditions. Osmunda fiber and lump 
charcoal continue to be the old stand- 
byes though we are continuing our ex- 
periments with Suregrow here at the 
Orchid Jungle. 


IT PAYS TO SPRAY. Ten years ago 
the orchid industry was plagued with 
scale insects, sow bugs, thrips, Dendro- 
bium beetles, cock roaches and several 
other insects for which there were no 
safe and effective insecticides. Then 
DDT was developed. Now many of these 
insects are almost unknown and all of 
them are easily controlled. 


Our Fenorco Plant Spray containing 
DDT is the safest and easiest used of 
all the insecticides we know. With it 
we control all insects affecting our 
plants except red spider (and other 
mites) springtails and slugs. For these 
we use the following— 


Red spider and mites—very small red 
or brown, slow moving, about size of 
point of a pin, sometimes make minute 
webs on the under sides of leaves. 
Affected plants generally show whiten- 
ed edges to leaves and greyish patches 
on leaves. Treat with Dimite made by 
Sherwin Williams Co. 


Springtails — very tiny insects, longer 
than wide, light tan or brown, fast 
moving, sometimes jump. When seen 
generally numerous. As far as we know 
practically harmless to plants. Dust the 
potting mixture, edge and outside of 
pot and whatever pot is sitting on with 
Chlordane dust 10 to 40% available in 
any good seed store. 


Slugs or snails—Use baits or dusts con- 
taining metaldehyde. 


KEEP BUDS OUT OF DARK. Let there 
be plenty of light. Always keep your 
orchid plants in plenty of light. Never 
make the mistake of placing a plant 
in big bud in a dark or deeply shaded 
place . Unless the plant is grown in 
plenty of light it will refuse to produce 
buds and after the buds are produced 
they can be ruined by giving the plant 
too much shade. Most trouble with 
loss of buds or blind growths is caused 
by too little light. 


If plants in bud are moved to a 
darker place, such as taken into the 
living room—away from the window 
before the buds open, the flowers are 
liable to be smaller in size and lighter 
in color than they would normally be. 
Luds should be allowed to open under 
normal growing conditions —then the 
plant can be moved, to any desired lo- 
cation regardless of how shady it may 
be without affecting the flowers.
